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Kissinger to Cairo

State Hen ry A. Kissin ger head ed to d ay fo r 
Cairo an d fo u r o ther Arab cap itals in a 
d ifficu lt bid to break a d ip lo matic imp asse 
with Israel. 
Kissin ger to o k o ff amid in d icatio n s that 
Egy p t an d Sy ria are stiffly resistin g Israeli 
Prime Min ister Go ld a Meir’s effo rts to 
wo rk o u t a p riso n er ex chan ge thro u gh the 
"go o d o ffices” o f the Un ited States. 
Mrs. Meir left fo r ho me late Su n d ay after 
tellin g a gro u p o f Israeli co rresp o n d en ts at 
Blair Ho u se that n ego tiatio n s with Egy p t 
hav e n o t begu n , ev en in d irectly thro u gh 
the secretary o f state. She said she had 
raised the p riso n er issu e with Presid en t 
Nix o n , Kissin ger an d in "ev ery sin gle 


co n v ersatio n ” with U.S. o fficials while in 
Washin gto n . 
Kissin ger sto p s first in Rabat, Mo rro co , 
an d then Tu n is, Tu n isia, befo re reachin g 
Cairo fo r co n feren ces with Presid en t 
An war Sad at.

an d the Netherlan d s. Sin ce cu ts in Arab o il 
p ro d u ctio n hav e reached mo re than fo u r 
millio n barrels a d ay , o r 20 p er cen t o f the 
Sep tember p ro d u ctio n , it ap p eared that the 
n ew No v ember cu t actu ally "wo u ld co me to 
o n ly fiv e p er cen t, o r o n e millio n barrels a 
d ay . 
The cu ts "shall n o t affect the share o f 
tho se frien d ly co u n tries that imp o rt o il 


fro m Arab co u n tries,” the statemen t said . 
"Their share will be based o n the av erage 
o f their imp o rts fo r the first n in e mo n ths o f 
197 3.” 
The statemen t d id n o t sp ecify which 
co u n tries were "frien d ly ,” bu t it was 
assu med this catego ry in clu d ed Fran ce an d 
Sp ain , which hav e been o p en ly sy mp athetic 
with the Arab p o sitio n again st Israel. 
The stan d in g o f Britain is u n certain , an d 
the Arabs hav e accu sed West German y o f 
abettin g U.S. su p p ly ship men ts to Israel. 
Jap an , which imp o rts 86 p er cen t o f its o il 
fro m the Mid d le East, is u n d er gro win g 
p ressu re to take a clear stan d o n the sid e o f 
the Arabs. 
The n ew cu ts hav e n o effect o n the o il 
situ atio n in the Un ited States sin ce all 10 n a­ 
tio n s alread y hav e sto p p ed all ship men t o f 
o il to America. Fiv e o f the n atio n s also 
hav e sto p p ed ship p in g to the Netherlan d s. 


Ku wait o fficials said a majo r q u estio n at 
the meetin g was ho w to ship o il to frien d s 
an d p rev en t their sharin g it with en emies.

Besid es a release o f p riso n ers, Mrs. Meir 
has stressed that Israel wan ts to see an en d 
to the Egy p tian blo ckad e at the mo u th o f 
the Red Sea that is hamp erin g imp o rt o f 
p etro leu m. 


In her talks she flo ated the id ea o f hav in g 
Israeli tro o p s retu rn fro m the West Ban k 
o f the Su ez Can al, while the en circled 
Eigy p tian 3rd army withd raws fro m the 
East ban k. An o ther p ro p o sal she is 
u n d ersto o d to hav e d iscu ssed wo u ld be fo r 
Israel to o p en a co rrid o r to the 20,000 
Egy p tian so ld iers so they can receiv e fo o d , 
water an d med icin e. 


In these ex p lo rato ry ta]ks the Un ited 
States is try in g to n ail d o wn the cease-fire 
an d p ro d Israel an d her Arab n eighbo rs o n 
the p ath to ward n ego tiatin g a p erman en t 
settlemen t.

PASADENA, Calif. (AP) - Mariner 10 
was flashing pictures to earth to day 
despite a pro blem with a heating sy stem 
fo r its cameras, said flig ht co ntro llers at 
the J et Pro pulsio n Labo rato ry here. 
“ We still can’t turn o n the heating 
dev ices fo r the cameras; but ev en tho ug h 
they ’re running co ld, they are wo rking 
within the desig n limits,” a spo kesman said 
Sunday . The dev ices are used to stabilize 
heat differences between the cameras and 
the rest o f the spacecraft. 
Officials said mo re than 35 0 pictures o f 
the earth and mo o n had been transmitted 
during the weekend. The pictures were 
brig ht and clear, they said. 


Mariner 10 is scheduled to fly within 
3,300 miles o f Venus o n Feb. 5 , 197 4, and 
use the g rav ity o f Venus to direct the craft 
o n to Mercury . The craft is ex pected to fly 
within 620 miles o f Mercury o n March 29, 
197 4. 


A spo kesman said scientists believ ed the 
heating pro blem fo r the cameras wo uld 
lessen as the spacecraft neared the sun.

Tired of waiting on tables ' 
Why not trade your apron for 
a summer of danger and ex­ 
citement battling forest fires? 
That’s just w ^t a group of 
young women did, and they say 
they have no regrets 
“ We were always aware we 
were 
being 
watched,” 
says 
Kate Brown. Ann Arbor. Mich., 
now a veteran fire fighter 
“ Like any minority, we had to 
be superhuman, practically. ” 
The group of 25 women, aged 
18-31, arrived at the 800-acre 
Koo Koo Fire in western Mon­ 
tana to the tune of catcalls, 
whi.stles and stares 
Six days later, when they left 
the fireline with smokegrimed 
faces and weary muscles, they 
had proven their worth in one 
of the worst fires of the season. 
Mostly young wanderers look­ 
ing for something useful and 
rewarding to do for the sum­ 
mer. they went into the heat of 
battle with one day’s training, 
expecting to be employed in the 
milder mop-up operations at 
first. 
“ I think people thought we 
were screened pretty w ell.” 
said Miss Brown. 26. “ but we 
were put right on the fire line.” 
Five of the girls met in a 
Missoula hotel coffee shop after 
12 days of fire fighting and 
evaluated their ejq)erience 
T h e y 
remembered 
near 
tragedy, practical jokes and 
their satisfaction at performing 
hard work previously done only 
by men 
Dolly Brouder. 27. was de­ 
luged with replies when she ad­ 
vertised plans to form the 
women’s group. Two years ago. 
she had helped form a similar 
outfit that saw limited action 
on one fire 
The Koo Koo Fire, located in 
the Kootenai National P’orest. 
was raging out of control when 
the women arrived, wearing 
baggy pants and shirts and 
hard hats 
A fire boss commented that 
nothing could have startled the 
fire-toughened men on the line 
more than the appearance of 
women in camp. 
Shortly after they arrived, 
the fire jumped the line twice 
in the area where the women 
were working 
“ Someone said it was the 
women who were losing the 
line.” Miss Brouder said. “ But 
others said no one could have 
stopped it.” 
The women who gathered in 
the coffee shop contended that 
equality was not their main 
motive for volunteering 
In­ 
stead, all expressed the desire 
to earn higher pay and to work 
outside.

Club and one of the candidates. 
“ We have separated ourselves 
entirely from women’s liber­ 
ation.” 
Although none of the women 
has ever run for public office, 
several have been active in lo­ 
cal GOP circles for years. The 
list includes two blacks, a beau­ 
tician and a 21-year-old college 
student. 
The all-woman slate came 
about after the lone Republican 
on the seven-member council 
decided not to seek re-election. 
The women got together, ac­ 
cording to a local newsman, 
and filed en masse for the race 
Since no other GOP candidates 
stepped forward, no primary 
was held. 
“ It seemed to be the year for 
women to run. ” Mrs Hewitt 
said. “ It is definitely not a gim­ 
mick.

WASHINGTON — President Nix o n's 
scathing hostility to ward the p ress infected 
almo st the entire White Hou se staff long 
b efo re his latest p ress co nference. 


A series of secret memo s, dating b ack to 
the first y ear of the Nix on Administratio n, 
show how the staff schemed to intimidate 
rep o rters and their emp lo y ers into giv ing 
fav orab le cov erage in the media. 
The White Hou se tactics inclu ded p lans 
to 
u se 
the 
Federal 
Commu nicatio ns 
Commission against the 
networks, to 
stimu late letters to newsp ap ers and to 
b lock rep o rters from interv iewing Nix on 
aides when it ap p eared the stories might b e 
u nfav orab le. 


The first disclosu re of the camp aign to 
intimidate Nix o n’s news critics was made 
la.st week b y Sen. Lowell Weicker. R- 
Conn.. who made p u b lic a memo from ,Ieb 
Stu art Magru der to fo rmer White Hou se 
staff chief H. R. Haldeman. Magru der 
reco mmended 
u sing 
the 
.Ju stice 
Dep artment. Internal Rev enu e Serv ice and 
Federal Commu nications Commission to 
harass offending news organizations 


Other do cu ments, which hav en’t y et 
su rfaced, show the White Hou se was going 
after the media with a v engeance. In one 
memo randu m. 
Haldeman’s 
b riefca.se 
carrier, Lawrence Higb y . declared: “What 
we are try ing to do here is tear down the 
institu tio n.” 


He referred to a Ju ly 19 70 statement 
which 
Life 
magazine 
attrib u ted 
to 
newscaster Chet Hu ntley , then ab ou t to 
retire from NBC. Hu ntley was q u o ted as 
say ing of Nix on: “The shallowness of the 
man ov erwhelms me; the fact that he is 
President frightens me.” 


Wrote Higb y to Magru der: “The p oint 
b ehind this whole thing is that we do n’t 
care ab ou t Hu ntley — he is going to leav e 
any way . What we are try ing to do here is 
tear down the institu tio n. Hu ntley will go 
o u t in a b laze of glory , and we shou ld 
attemp t to p op his b u b b le . ” 


Higb y su ggested stimu lating p etitio ns 
fro m the p u b lic and p ressu re from statio n 
owners demanding Hu ntley ’s immediate 
remov al. “Let’s p u t a fu ll p lan on this and 
get the thing mov ing.” u rged the y ou ng 
Haldeman aide. 


Bu t b y the nex t day . the White Hou se 
learned that Hu ntley p lanned to ap ologize 
to Nix on and to deny the v alidity of the 


q u o tatio n in Life magazine. Still, the White 
Hou se staff kep t chu rning. 


Magru der. in a memo to Haldeman. 
su ggested: “Since the newscaster enjoy s a 
v ery fav orab le p u b lic image and will 
ap ologize for his remarks, claiming to b e 
misq u o ted, we shou ld not attemp t to 
discredit him p ersonally . . . . The focu s of 
o u r effo rt shou ld b e to raise the larger 
q u estio n of ob jectiv ity and ethics in the 
media as an institu tio n. To do this, we will 
hav e to tu rn o b jectiv ity into an issu e and 
the su b ject of p u b lic deb ate. ” 


The Magru der p lan called for the White 
Hou se staff to “p lant” sto ries raising “the 
q u estio n of o b jectiv ity and ethics in the 
news b u siness. ” 


He also sou ght to recru it a jo u rnalism 
dean, congressmen, p riv ate grou p s and 
Vice President Sp iro Agnew to flay the 
p ress. FCC Chairman Dean Bu rch wou ld 
also b e called u p on to “ex p ress concern 
ab o u t p ress ob jectiv ity .” 


Magru der also env isioned “a b lu e-rib b on 
media watchdo g” co mmittee, which “Jo hn 
Cosgrov e, a fo rmer p resident of the 
National Press Clu b . ” cou ld set u p . The 
p residential assistant 
wanted ev en to 
arrange for “a senato r o r co ngressman (to) 
write a p u b lic letter to the PX’C su ggesting 
the ‘licensing’ of indiv idu al newsmen. ” 


While 
demanding 
fairness 
fo r 
themselv es, howev er, the White Hou se 
schemed to keep the Demo crats from 
b eing treated fairly . Charles Col.son wro te 
to Haldeman on Au g. 2 6.19 70: 


“The o ther side is really b eing hu rt as 
they 
b egin 
to 
u nderstand 
the 
FCC 
decisions. 
The 
Demo cratic 
National 
Co mmittee is u sing ev ery p ro cedu ral mov e 
(and CBS is coop erating) to stay the 
decisions ... I think it is time for u s to 
generate again a F’R camp aign against the 
Democrats and CBS.” 


A month later. Colson su b mitted a b ru tal 
rep o rt on his meetings with officials of the 
three netwo rks: 


“The networks are terrib ly nerv ou s ov er 
the u ncertain state of the law. i.e.. the 
recent FCC decisions and the p ressu res to 
grant Congress access to TV. They are also 
ap p rehensiv e ab o u t u s. Althou gh they tried 
to disgu ise this, it was ob v iou s. The harder 
I p ressed them (CBS and NBC) the mo re 
acco mmo dating, 
co rdial 
and 
almo st 
ap ologetic 
they 
b ecame. 
(Then 
CBS 
President Frank) Stanto n for all his b lu ster 
is the most iasecu re of al l ... 


“There was u nanimo u s agreement that 
the President's right of access to TV shou ld 
in no way b e restrained,” Colson wro te. 
“Both CBS and ABC agreed with me that 
on most occasions the President sp eaks as 
President and that there is no ob ligation 
for p resenting a co ntrasting p oint of v iew 
u nder the Fairness Do ctrine . . . ” 


He rep o rted that NBC President Ju lian 
Goodman .said the “fairness test mu st b e 
ap p lied to ev ery p residential sp eech” b u t 
agreed in no nco ntro v ersial sp eeches “there 
is no du ty to b alance.” All agree no one has 
a “ right ” to rep ly . “This was the most 
imp o rtant u nderstanding we came to. What 
is imp o rtant is that they know how strongly 
we feel ab o u t this.” 


Colson 
wro te 
that 
CBS 
Chairman 
William Paley “went ou t of his way to say 
how mu ch he su p p o rts the President, and 
how p o p u lar the President is ... The only 
o rnament on Go o dman’s desk was the 
Nix on 
inau gu ral 
medal. 
(ABC 
Vice 
President James) Hagerty said ... “ABC is 
“with u s’ . 


“I am realistic enou gh to realize that we 
p rob ab ly 
wo n’t 
see 
any 
ob v iou s 
imp ro v ement 
in the news co v erage,” 
Colson said, “b u t I think we can damp en 
their ardo r fo r p u tting on ‘loy al o p p o sitio n’ 
ty p e p ro grams . ” 


Haldeman had his own ideas on how to 
intimidate the p ress. In a memo to 
Magru der on Feb . 4 ,19 70, he called for the 
“mob ilization of the Silent Majo rity , which 
we tou ched on b riefly in the meeting to day . 
We ju st hav en’t really mob ilized them, and 
we hav e got to mov e now in ev ery effectiv e 
way we can to get them working to p ou nd 
on the magazines and netwo rks in co u nter­ 
action 
to 
the 
ob v iou s 
shift 
of 
the 
estab lishment to an attack on Vietnam 
again. 


“Co ncentrate this in the few p laces that 
co u nt, which wou ld 
b e NBC. 
Time, 
Newsweek and Life, the New York Times 
and the Washington Po st. Do n’t waste y o u r 
fire on o ther things. ” 


It is clear from the secret do cu ments that 
the White Hou .se has a cu rio u s definition of 
“u nfairness.” Any thing u nfav orab le, in the 
White Hou se v iew, is u nfair.

WASHINGTON 
The cu rio u s op timi.sm 
that ex ists in this town ab o u t the p ro sp ects 
of achiev ing a co mp ro mise settlement of 
the Arab -Israeli co nflict is b ased on a 
nu mb er of highly do u b tfu l p remises 
There are, in fact, not v ery many ex p erts 
on the p resent situ atio n in the Middle East 
who wou ld agree with President Nix on’s 
ju dgment 
that 
“the 
o u tlook 
fo r 
a 
p ermanent p eace is the b est that it has 
b een in 2 0 y ears.” Nor are they as 
confident as Secretary of State Henry 
Kissinger ap p arently is that the United 
States will su cceed in an “effo rt to b ring 
ab ou t a solu tion that is co nsidered ju st b y 
all p arties.” 


The hop e of a settlemimt has not b een 
notab ly increased b y the v i.sit here last 
week of Israeli Prime Minister GoJda Meir 
or Kissinger’s p ro jected calls on the 
Arab cap itals. Mrs. Meir’s 
trip wSy 
p ro mp ted p rimarily b y Israeli ap p rehen­ 
sions ab o u t the solidity of American 
su p p ort 
Three majo r reaso ns are cited to ju stify 
the official o p timism. 


The first is that, in co ntrast to the wars 
of 19 5 6 and 19 67, b o th sides were b adly 
hu rt in the latest ro u nd of fighting and 
neither side achiev ed a decisiv e military 
v ictory 


The second is that the United States and 
the Sov iet Union hav e worked tc^ether to 
estab lish a cease-fire and to set u p a United 
Nations su p erv iso ry and p eace-keep ing 
force. 
The 
su p er-p o wers 
hav e 
also 
ap p arently agreed to u se their good offices 
— and co nsiderab le influ ence — to get 
p eace nego tiatio ns started. 


And finally , for the first time, the 
Egy p tians — and p erhap s also the Sy rians 
— may b e willing to sit down and nego tiate 
directly with Israelis — something they 
hav e reso lu tely refu sed to do in the p ast 
The Israelis hav e alway s insisted that 
direct 
nego tiatio ns 
were 
essential 
to 
reaching a settlement of the conflict 


No 
do u b t 
each 
of 
these 
facto rs 
rep resents a change, p ossib ly fo r the 
b etter, in the situ atio n that ex isted b efo re 
Oct. 6. Bu t it is at least p rematu re to 
assu me that they necessarily imp ro v e the 
chances of a su ccessfu l p eace negotiation 


Indeed, there are some who b eliev e that 
the chances for p eace are more remo te 
than ev er. The Arab s accep ted the cease­ 
fire and the call for talks b ecau se they 
were facing military defeat and b ecau se 
they ap p arently hop e that the great p o wers 
are p rep ared to b ring p ressu re on Israel to 
giv e in to their demands. 


In Israel, the dov es are totally silent. The 
go v ernment is u nder p ressu re fro m the 
su p er-hawks fo r accep ting the cease-fire 
on the b rink of a majo r military v ictory and 
for failing to p rep are adeq u ately fo r the 
Arab attacks. There has not b een the 
co ncessio ns than b efo re. The co nsensu s, in 
fact, ap p ears to b e that the latest rou nd of 
fighting p ro v ed the wisdom of holding 
large chu nks of Arab territo ry after the Six - 
day war. 


Nor can one b ank to o heav ily on 
co ncerted actio n b y the su p er-p o wers in 
forcing co ncessio ns on their resp ectiv e 
clients. 
The 
agreement 
reached 
b y 
Kissinger in Moscow was confined strictly 
to the cease-fire fo rmu la and p lans fo r an 
ensu ing negotiation. Su b seq u ent ev ents, 
inclu ding the Ru ssian threat to interv ene 
militarily in the Middle East, p ro v ed how 
tenu o u s ev en that limited agreement was. 


There has b een no hint of any thing ev en 
ap p ro aching 
a 
co ncerted 
Ru ssian- 
American fo rmu la for the shap e of a p eace 
settlement and indeed sp ecific denials that 
su ch a thing ex ists. Kissinger has sp oken of 
the need fo r co ncessio ns on b oth sides and 
the p ossib ility of “a certain p arallelism” 
with the Sov iet Union that cou ld dev elo p in 
try ing to find co mp rimise solu tions. Bu t 
there is also clear reco gnitio n of the fact 
that the interests of the su p er-p o wers in 
the 
Middle 
East 
remain 
b asically 
antago nistic. 


It is u tterly naiv e to ex p ect that all the 
eno rmo u s difficu lties standing in the way 
of a p ermanent settlement will fade away 
once the Israelis and Arab s agree to sit 
down to gether at the negotiating tab le. 
Certainly they will not fade away if the 
p ressu re 
fo r 
co ncessions 
is 
directed 
ex clu siv ely 
at Israel. 
What one 
can 
realistically anticip ate is a rou gh and b itter 
b argaining session in which b oth sides 
p ress their claims with tenacity and in 
which the ties b etween Israel and the 
United States are likely to b e strained as 
nev er b efo re.

Dea r Rea der — Even most 
good things in life are harmful if 
used too much or too often 
Oxygen is essential for life, but 
too much causes oxygen toxicity 
and even death. Diuretics are 
wonderful 
medicines 
when 
properly 
used

optimal 
amounts in the right person 
who needs them. They can be 
harmful 
if 
used 
otherwise. 
There 
are 
lots 
of 
".scare 
reports ” in the newspapers, a 
sort of medical equivalent of 
"McCarthyism. ” 
and 
such 
reports 
are 
usually 
"half- 
truths.” 


The main purpose of diuretics 
commonly used is to help the 
kidneys eliminate sodium found 
in salt — which in turn causes 
the body to release excess water 
that is held in the tissues. They 
seem also to have some further 
unexplained effect in lowering 
blood pressure to some degree. 


When problems occur it is 
usually because too much salt 
has been removed. or a related 
problem, too much potassium 
salt has been washed out of the 
body. These problems are easily 
corrected. A good-sized glas.s of 
orange juice two times a day 
when taking diuretics usually 
helps protect against the loss of 
too much potassium.

diuretics for years without any 
difficulties as long as they are 
used properly and adequate 
efforts are made to prevent 
excessive depletion of sodium 


and potassium salt 
I don’t 
approve of their use for fat 
reduction prt^ rams, and they

Dea r Dr. La mb — Would you 
please tell me what causes 
blackheads. My mother tells me 
it is from not washing your face 
properly and leaving soap on 
and drying it with a towel.

Dea r Rea der — Mothers like 
to sell well scrubbed faces, and 
it does help to prevent pimples

brown on exposure to the air as 
a chemical reaction. If you look 
carefully at one after it is 
removed you will see that only 
the surface is di.scolored and the 
deeper plug is not. 
The 
average 
problem 
is 
caused by excessive formation 
of oily secretions, and 
the 
problem 
is 
usually 
worse 
around puberty and in the teen 
years. 
The 
normal 
sex 
hormones that are formed in 
large amounts with the body 
changes predispose to excessive 
oily secreations. 
it does help to wash the skin 
regularly with soap and water. 
Use a very warm cloth, and hold 
it over the skin area for a few 
minutes then bathe the surface 
and repeat This helps to soften 
the waxy material, and it can 
often be washed away then 
After you are through, wipe the 
skin carefully with alcohol. This 
also 
helps 
to 
remove 
oily 
material. This won’t cure all the 
problems, but it helps in the 
mild 
cases. 
More 
serious 
problems should be treated by a 
skin specialist.

Women fugitives 
have baffled FBI 


WASHINGTON (AP) 
The 
F B I is baffled 
It hasn’t a rlue about the 
whereabouts of the three wom­ 
en who made the select "Ten 
Most Wanted Fugitives’ list 
three years ago this October 
The women, all associated 
with what the Federal Bureau 
of investigation calls revolution­ 
ary or New Left groups, have 
virtually disappeared, an F'BI 
spokesman said 
"W e’ve had hundreds, maybe 
thousands of leads. ” he said, 
requesting that his name not be 
used because he is working on 
the case, "But there’s been 
nothing real good on them in 
the last year and a half ’ 
Since the Top Ten list was 
first started in 1950. the aver­ 
age lapse between the time a 
fugitive is placed on the list 
and when he's caught has been 
145 days. 
The three are 
Bernardine 
Rae Dohrn. 31, who is sought 
for unlawful interstate flight to 
avoid prosecution for mob ac­ 
tion and violation of the federal 
anti-riot 
laws; 
Su.san 
Edith 
Saxe and Katherine Ann Pow­ 
er, both 23. who were charged 
with a murder of a Boston po­ 
lice officer following a bank 
robbery. 
Miss Dohrn was added to the 
li.st October 14. 1970 Miss Saxe 
and Miss Power were added 
three days later In 1968, Ruth 
Eisemann-Schier became the 
first woman on the list after 
she was charged in the Bar­ 
bara Jean Mackle kidnapping

The 286-page report was pre­ 
pared by a task force headed 
by ('ol .lohn R Plants, director 
of the Michigan State Police

stu^y financed by a $1 75-mil- 
lion grant from the federal Law 
Pmforcement 
Assistance 
Ad­ 
ministration 
The 
commission 
said 
the 
computer system has not sub­ 
stantially changed the kinds of

the 


provided instant access nation­ 
wide. compounding the risk of 
unwarranted encroachments on 
individual privacy. 
In addition, the commission 
said, many persons tend to

"Eight hospitals have started 
operating ambulance services 
within the last 18 months." Dr 
Domke said, “ and ten more 
hospitals are prepared to begin 
services as soon as emergency 
vehicles now on order can be 
delivered 
“ The 
eight 
new 
hospital- 
based 
ambulance 
services 
brought the state s total to 25 
hospitals 
now 
operating 
emergency ambulances and all 
of 
them have 
begun their 
services since 1968." he added 
Dr Domke noted that these 
25 hospitals offer their services 
to 
more 
than 
11 
million 
persons living in one-fifth of the 
state's land area, including St 
Louis 
City 
He 
said 
an 
additional 
122.000 
persons 
living in a 4.800 square-mile 
area will be served by the 10 
hospitals awaiting ambulances. 
Domke called the rise of 
hospital-operated 
ambulances 
“ the development of a new 
component in the health care 
system." 
He cited the public demand 
for 
high quality emergency 
medical services in the recently- 
passed 
state 
ambulance 
licensing bill which will become 
effective on July 1.1974. 
Dr. Domke cited two reaons 
for the fast growth of hospital- 
based ambulance services: (1) 
Hospital personnel, especially 
those 
based 
in 
emergency 
rooms, have the advantage of 
working 
with 
health 
care 


problems in the hospital as well 
as transporting patients <2) In 
rural 
areas, 
hospital-based 
services are more economical 


Dr 
John K 
Wallace 
II. 
director of emergency medical 
services for the Division of 
Health, explained that hospital- 
based ambulance operations 
costs 
are 
lower 
because 
hospital personnel can be used 
as 
drivers 
and 
attendants 
When not making an ambulance 
run. he said, these persons are 
utilized in other functions of the 
hospital .so all their working 
hours are productive. 


Another economic advantage 
is that a hospital usually can 
provide 
dispatcher 
and 
bookkeeping services without 
hiring additional personnel, it 
was noted 


In 
addition 
to 
reducing 
operational costs. Dr Wallace 
said the use of hospital staff as 
ambulance crews improves the 
quality of medical care at the 
scene of the emergency, en 
route to the hospital and at the 
hospital 
He also pointed out that the 
hospital base offers a built-in 
system of continuing training 
for ambulance personnel by the 
medical staff. 
Dr. Wallace said statistics 
show 
ambulance 
services 
average about one call per day 
per 10.000 population
